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Back to the Future 


The year was 1979, tight jeans and long hair was the “thing”. The 
Spotsylvania Mall wasn’t around and Spotsylvania High School was over- 
crowded. It was time for a new school. Starting construction in 1979, the 
new school, which was to be called Courtland, was underway. Future stu- 
dents of Courtland were given the opportunity to help choose the colors and 
the name. 

The first year showed the school’s true spirit. “Courtland was new, there 
was a lot of enthusiasm,” said Jana Lanceley. Courtland wasn't ready to be 
opened during the 1980-81 school year, so the old Spotsylvania High School 
was used as a temporary home for the new Cougars. In late Novemeber of 
1981, Coutland was ready to be opened. Students came out on their student 
holiday to help move desks, chairs, books etc. 

In 1982 the football team won their first state championship and pro- 
ceeded to do so in 1985 and 1987. Not only was the football team succesful, 
but the Gymnastics team won their state championship in the 1982-1983 
and 1984-1985 seasons. The Boys Baseball team won states in 1995 and 
2000. 

Courtland evolved over the years showing many differences. The first 
year of Courtland’s exsistence there was no senior class and no homecoming. 
Fewer classes and clubs were offered as well. For example, taking Calculus 
required students to leave school early to attend the class at Mary Washing- 
ton College, unlike today, where students remain in school to take Calculus. 

In 1988, Chancellor High School was opened due to the heavy popula- 
tion (2000-plus students) of Courtland. Opening the new school brought 
changes to Courtland, and introduced a new rival. 

A variey of changes occurred in Courtland’s twenty years of existence, 
but one thing that remained the same was the family structure of the school.

Every year, representatives from colleges and unt- 
versities traveled from all over Virginia and states up and 
down the eastern seaboard to Spotsylvania, Virginia where 
at the local mall, they promoted their college.

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Language Barrters 


“Como estas?” “Quid agis?” “Wie geht’s dir?” While all of these phrases 
sound different, each of them displays the same basic greeting in Spanish, Latin, 
and German: “How are you?” Since the beginning of time, language has been one 
of the most difficult barriers to break between cultures. In order to breach this 
problem, the United States selected no national language that might prohibit dif- 
ferent cultures from coming together. While English might seem to be the dom1- 
nant language compared to others, like French or Spanish, tt is not the United 
States’ official language. In fact, Spanish is the most common language worldwide, 
though it comes in several different dialects. 

At school, there were multiple languages that students could attempt to learn. 
Spanish dominated student schedules with 405 enrolled, Latin fell in behind with 
108 students, and there were also opportunities for students to learn French, Ger- 
man, Sign Language, and even Japanese. Unfortunately, the Japanese course would 
not be offered the next year, once all of the enrolled students have passed. 

Nonetheless, the five remaining languages were active around the school via 
the Latin Club, the Spanish Club, the French Club, the German Club, and the 
Multicultural Club. On Wednesday, December 13, 2000, each language club came 
together and held a Foreign Language Party at which the clubs participated in vart- 
ous activities and exchanged ‘Secret Santa’ gifts. 

Each language provided different interests to everyone through the year. Se- 
nor Shannon Filmeck stated, “[German] sounds more interesting and I can pick up 
words better that way.’
